Foods Force Prices Down, 
Largest Slump in Four Years

Reluctant yet firm, Planning and 
Zoning C om m issioners T hursday 
night decided that nothing can be done 
for the owners of two greenhouses 
“ red -tag g ed ” 
because

Ken Jennings, one of the hor­ 
ticulturists affected by the ruling, 
attended the worksession, but he was 
unable to convince the commission to 
overturn an ordinance restricting 
accessory buildings in side yards. 
Under the existing ordinance, a 
greenhouse or any other outbuilding 
cannot be within three feet of the 
property line if it is within 15 feet of 
the main structure. 
Chief Building Official Ralph Shick 
said that without this separation, 
there would be no protection at the 
property line in the event of fire. 
“ If everybody did this,” he noted, 
“we could have another Chicago fire. 
The fourteen feet of separation gives 
the fire departm ent time to contain 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Although 
Pan American airlines agrees persons 
can get from Atlanta or Dallas-Fort 
Worth to London on a Delta airlines 
jet as well as they can on a Pan Am 
jet, they say once the passengers are 
on the ground they will have been 
better off flying Pan Am. 
Pan Am Thursday asked the Civil 
Aeronautics Board for authority to fly 
the Atlanta-London route, and reaf­ 
firm a Dallas-Fort Worth route, argu­ 
ing the new U.S.-British aviation 
agreem ent would cause problems for 
travelers if they flew on other airlines. 
The CAB already has given Delta 
the Atlanta route, but under the new 
agreement the flights would have to 
dead end at a secondary London 
airport.

ag reem ent 
approved 
an 
Atlanta-London route, but said U.S. 
carriers using it would have to land at 
G atwick A irport outside London 
rather than Heathrow, London’s main 
airport.

“This is a good ordinance until you 
see the two particular cases con­ 
cern ed ,” Jam es Sides dissented. 
“There is no hazard, no eyesore— 
nothing that the ordinance says will 
happen has happened.” 
The commission’s recommendation 
that the ordinance rem ain unchanged 
will be forwarded to the City Council 
later this month. 
Commissioners also debated the 
advisability of creating a new zoning 
classification for teaching swimming 
lessons in back yards. 
Shick 
advocated 
keeping 
all 
businesses out of residential districts 
unless they fall in the home oc­ 
cupation classification. 
“ It draws traffic,” he stressed. “ If 
you allow one, you have to allow them 
all. We have to act on complaints 
everyday. 
If you sanction any 
business in a residential area, you 
open the doors to a lot of problems.” 
He suggested that 
sw im m ing 
lessons given by civic or other non­ 
profit organizations are a different 
case from profitable businesses run 
from homes. 
After noting that one special use 
permit has already been issued as a 
daycamp, commissioners agreed to 
continue the practice. Any perm it will 
be checked periodically,Tiowever, to 
insure that all conditions are being 
met. 
The staff is also to give the com­ 
mission a checklist to insure that 
every provision is m ade for the 
protection of neighboring residents. 
The commission also agreed to 
study the mix of apartm ent units in 
Plano. P ark in g req u irem en ts for 
apartm ent complexes were reviewed 
and commissioners may act on those 
at the July 18 meeting.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Lower 
prices on green coffee, vegetables and 
other foods forced wholesale prices 
down 0.6 per cent last month, the 
biggest decline in almost four years, 
the Labor Departm ent said today. 
The department also said prices in 
the important category of consumer- 
ready goods were down 0.2 per cent in 
June, an indication the drop will be 
showing up soon in retail stores. 
Farm and food prices accounted for 
virtually all of the first decline in the 
Wholesale Price Index in IO months. 
The WPI is a sensitive inflation 
barom eter which measures prices 
charged for sales in large quantities 
by producers. 
Food prices fell 6.3 per cent from 
May for the largest onemonth decline 
since June, 1974, the Labor Depart­ 
ment said. 
The overall dip of 0.6 per cent was 
the* biggest since the WPI fell 1.6 per 
cent in September. 1973. 
The June decline followed a 0.4 per 
cent per cent increase in May. It 
provided the first solid evidence to 
back the adm inistration’s claim that

Prices 
for green coffee, plant and animal 
fibers, eggs and live poultry also 
declined ”

increased, the drop in green coffee 
indicated consumers may be in for a

ASK DOC GARD’NER Tomatoes Attacked 
by NEIL SPERRY 


Dear Doc: I saw zinnias 
and marigolds flowering in a 
local park last October. Mine 
never last that long. What 
can I do? 
I’d im agine you were 
looking at plants that were 
started about this time of 
year, probably to fill in gaps 
left by petunias or pansies. 
Zinnias and marigolds sown 
now will avoid many hot 
w eather 
pest 
problem s. 
They’ll also show more in­ 
tense colors come cooler 
weather. 
Dear Doc: I have to move 
a 12 ft. ash tree from where 
it’s been for 4 years to begin 
new construction. Can it be 
moved now? 
Transplanting can be done 
at any tim e—but the chances 
of the tree living are very 
small. If at all possible, wait 
until 
cooler 
w eather. 
Otherwise, try ahead, but 
prune back liberally to speed 
up recovery. 
Dear 
Doc: 
We 
used 
nicotine sulfate for years on 
insects. I saw some a few 
days 
ago—is 
it 
still 
recommended? 
Yes, 
indeed. 
Nicotine 
sulfite is biodegradable and 
it’s safe to the applicator. It 


does a good job on lace bugs, 
aphids, and other common 
pests. General purpose in­ 
secticides such as 
sevin, 
m alathion, and diazinori 
have 
largely 
replaced 
nicotine sulfate, but it still 
finds a hom e in 
m any 
“organic” gardens. 
Dear Doc: Part of the 
peaches on one side of our 
tree have shriveled and the 
leaves are turning yellow. 
What might be wrong? 
Several 
things, 
chief 
am ong them peach tree 
borers Check the trunk near 
the ground line for spots and 
signs of deterioration. Clean 
the wounds and saturate the 
trunk to run-off with an 
ethylene dichloride spray. 
Other possibilities include 
weed killer dam age on the 
affected side, a gas leak, and 
poor drainage. 
Dear Doc: It seems like 
every insect and disease you 
identify needs a different 
chemical. Aren’t there any 
general purpose sprays of 
any value? 
Yes, indeed. 
Mixed in­ 
secticides sold under most 
dll the common brands will 
control the m ajo rity of 
garden 
pests.

Few fungicide 
mixes exist, so it’s usually 
best to have a concrete 
identification and use the 
proper chemical. 
Dear Doc: 
I’ve heard 
phosphorus dissolves slowly 
in our soil.

A m atter of years, that’s 
how slowly. Apply fertilizers 
c o n ta in in g 
p h o sp h o ru s 
(m iddle num ber of the 
analysis) today and your 
plants will still be benefiting 
next 
y ear. 
Phosphorus 
moves through clay soils at a 
rate of one half inch per 
year. 
Dear 
Doc: 
What’s 
the 
average life span of a 
mimosa tree? 
Averages are tricky, but 
I’d estim ate between IO and 
15 years. 
Some mimosas 
succumb after only a few 
years; others may struggle 
to 20. 
They’re attractive 
while they’re growing, but 
their short life span has cut 
sharply into their popularity. 
Spacing 
Fights 
Disease 


The space between rows 
and between plants in the 
row is important in the 
prevention of plant diseases. 
Most 
of 
the 
foliage 
diseases 
of 
plants 
are 
favored by periods of poor 
air circu latio n and high 
hum idity. P lan ts closely 
spaced will have reduced air 
movement 
over 
the 
leaf 
surface, thus increasing the 
hum idity 
in 
the 
microclimate area of the 
leaf (1-2 mm on either side of 
the leaf). 
Plant diseases are for the 
most part caused by small 
microscopic 
plants 
which 
require extended periods of 
either high humidity or free 
surface 
moisutre to ger­ 
m inate and develop. 
Plants which are properly 
spaced allow air movement 
over the leaf surface thus 
encouraging m ore rapid 
drying and lower humidity 
at the leaf surface. 
Home gardeners should be 
reminded that as the plants 
grow and develop that they 
will require an increasing 
amount of space. This must 
be considered when planning 
the garden. 


By Fungal Diseases 


T om atoes have had a 
rough time this year, and the 
problems are not yet over. 
The foliage on tomatoes 
throughout Texas is being 
attacked by a number of 
fungal diseases such as early 
blight, septoria leaf spot and 
leaf mold. Of these three, 
septoria leafspot appears to 
be 
the 
m ost 
com mon 
disease. 
Maneb or 
zineb 
fungicides 
usually 
give 
satisfactory control of these 
diseases on tomatoes. 
Septoria Leafspot is one of 
the most destructive foliage 
disease of tomatoes. It may 
attack tomatoes at any time, 
however, it generally causes 
problem s after the fruit 
begins to mature. 
In checking plants for this 


disease, look at the older 
foliage. 
The 
fungus 
is 
characterized by 
circular 
lesions with gray centers 
surrounded 
by 
dark 
m argins. With age, the spots 
become covered with tiny, 
black specks from which the 
spores are produced. The 
lesions are sm aller and more 
numerous than the early 
blight organism. 
The disease overwinters 
on old tomato vines and wild 
relativ es of the tom ato 
family. The fungus is most 
active 
when 
the 
te m ­ 
peratures are between 60 
and 80 degrees F and during 
periods of high humidity. 
Early Blight is a fungal 
disease of tomatoes which 
causes early defoliation of 
Plants Need 
Vacation Care 


Before 
leaving 
on 
vacation, gardeners should 
m ake 
arran g em en ts for 
their plants. 
W ater your plants deeply 
if rains have been few. If 
A you’ll be gone over 5-7 days 
have a neighbor hook up 
your hose. 
Fertilize lightly, if at all, 
right 
p rio r 
to 
leaving. 
Nitrogen fertilizers are the 
big growth 
producers—go 
especially light. 
Prune hedges, other plants 
likely to get rangy by the 
time you return. Pick all ripe 
and nearly ripe vegetables. 
If you’ll be gone over a week 
arrange for a friend to pull 
and use produce. 
Check carefully and spray 
for all insect and disease 
pests. Four days can ruin a 
plant hit with spider mites. 
Same thing for caterpillars. 
Spray or hoe weeds in the 
garden—they can 
quickly 
conquer in your absence. 
Mow the grass the last day 
or two before you leave. 
Don’t mow “extra close” or 
you’ll likely hurt the grass, 
subject it to sun burning. 
Don’t let your grass grow 
hog wild while you’re gone— 
get somebody in for a clip 
job. He’ll probably need to 
edge walks as well. 
Put houseplants out under 
a shade tree or near a bright 
window. Soak them over­ 
night before you leave, but 
don’t leave them standing in 
w ater for the duration. 
Take equipment by the 
re p a ir 
shop 
if 
needed. 


it 
Hopefully 
they’ll 
have 
ready when you return. 
Have a nice trip knowing 
things at home will be fine 
when you return and don’t 
forget to visit some gardens 
while you’re away. 


the plant. It reduces the size 
and quality of fruit. 
This fungus 
is charac­ 
terized by irregular, brown 
spots. They first appear on 
the older foliage. With age 
the spots show concentric 
rings 
form ing a 
targ et 
pattern. A yellow, diffuse 
zone is formed around each 
spot. 


Although spotting is ob­ 
served 
throughout 
the 
year, it is most common 
during the fruiting period. 
The organism is favored by 
high hum idity and high 
tem peratures. 
Leaf Mold is a disease 
which 
previously 
was 
a 
problem 
m ainly 
in 
greenhouse tomatoes. It is 
now a serious problem on 
many of the new varieties. 
It first shows up as a 
whitish spot on the upper 
surface of the foliage. This 
enlarges 
and 
becom es 
yellow. 
An 
olive-green, 
velvety coating is formed on 
the undersurface of the leaf. 


The symptoms occur on 
the foliage and can cause 
severe defoliation. 
High 
humidity and tem peratures 
of 65 to 80 degrees F. favor 
this disease.

Bugs Attack Squash 


Home gardeners 
should 
start watching for squash 
vine borers. 
This insect is one of the 
worse pests of squash in 
Texas. Squash vine borers 
range 
from 
C anada 
to 
Argentina. There are two 
species found in Texas. The 
pest attacks squash, pum­ 
pkins 
and 
occasionally 
cucumbers and melons. 
The adult of the squash 
vine 
borer 
is 
a 
“clear­ 
winged” moth with a wing 
spand of one and one-half 
inches. It is metallic blue­ 
black or green-black in color 
with orange rings around the 
abdomen and orange hairs 
on the hind legs. The moth 
flies around the plant during 
the day time and is often 
mistaken for a wasp. 
The moth deposits small, 
oval, flattened eggs singly on 
the stem s and leaf stalks, 
usually near the base of the 


plant. The eggs hatch and 
enter the stems where they 
tunnel along for about 4-6 
weeks, feeding on the inner 
tissue. Full grown larvae are 
a little more than one inch 
long. They are white, heavy­ 
bodied and have a brownish 
head. 
The first sym ptom of 
damage is usually a wilting 
of runners or the whole 
plant. Masses of yellowish 
excretement may be found 
around the holes in the vines 


usually near the base of the 
plant. 
H eavily 
infested 
plants are usually girdled 
and become rotten and die. 
Squash vine borers usually 
appear about the time that 
squash s ta rt 
to 
bloom. 
F requent inspections for 
eggs and-or dam age should 
be 
m ade at this tim e. 
T reatm ent for this pest 
should be made when moths 
are observed or when eggs 
or damage can be found on 
the plants.

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Alice’s Restaurant Gets Some Class

LENOX, Mass. (U PI) — 
There have been some 
changes since singer Arlo 
Guthrie told the world “ you 
can get anything you want at 
Alice’s Restaurant.” 
The restaurant is not 
“ around the back, just half a 
mile from the railroad 
track.” You cannot “ walk 
right in.” 
Most summer 
nights, it takes a reser­ 
vation. 
The 
simple, 
frame 
building has been traded in 
on a resort, 20-unit motel, 
cocktail 
lounge 
and 
restaurant complex atop a 
scenic hill opposite the main 
entrance of the Boston 
Symphony 
O rchestra’s 
summer home. 
“ It’s 
completely 
dif­ 
ferent,” says Alice Brock, 
her brown eyes sparkling 
and her ruddy complexion 
wrinkling in a smile as she 
surveys her new restaurant. 
“ The old place was in an out 
of the way spot and didn’t 
even have any windows. You 
had no sense of being 
anywhere and I kind of liked 
that. It was all old barn 
wood, the silverware and 
chairs didn’t match, 
the 
floor was uneven; it was 
rustic and it was very small. 
“ But there were so many 
restrictions that we couldn’t 
do very much. We couldn’t 
seat very many people, no 
alcohol could be served 
unless you were eating a full 
meal, 
we couldn’t serve 
after 9 p.m., and we couldn’t 
have any entertainment.” 
Alice said her continuing 
dispute 
about 
those 
restrictions with 
Stock­ 
bridge, 
Mass., 
officials 
finally forced her to move to 
this nearby town. 
Her running battle with 
Stockbridge selectmen was 
legend in the area. She still 
feels “ they were just trying 
to put me out of business. 
“ It was very frustrating 
because I had the support of 
the people. But it became a 
drag, a real strain. 


“ I really loved that little 
place. It was built by friends 
and there was a real family 
feeling in terms of people 
who worked there and people 
who built it. But we outgrew 
it, and I try not to look 
back.” 
A hummingbird flutters at 
a 
nearby 
rhododendron 
bush. Alice’s purple peasant 
blouse rustles as she turns to 
watch it. 
“ There’s some nostalgia 
about the old place. But I try 
not to look back. It’s just like 
a child. You love them at 
seven years old and then 
again at 27. You think ‘what 
a sweet child that was,’ but 
you wouldn’t want them to 
be a child again.” 
“ Most people just love it. 
But a lot of people are very 
shocked and say ‘what do 
you mean this is Alice’s 
Restaurant,’ but I just say 
‘hey, I ’ve grown up a little 
bit.’” 
Now there is linen, crystal, 
roses on the tables. 
The customers, she said, 
“ are a tremendous mixture 
— more varied than ever and 
I like that. There’s no dress 
code here and I don’t care if 
people come in shorts or 
suits. 
“ It’s an elegant building so 
I couldn’t make it rustic. It’s 
not that I ’m trying to get 
fancy, it’s just the way 
things worked out.”

there s no boyfriend or 
anything like that. My whole 
life is this business. 


But she still manages to 
think about taking over as 
bartender 
or 
cook 
or 
whatever job needs doing. 
She’s 
aware 
of 
her 
celebrity 
status. 
“ But 
whatever 
brings 
the 
customers here the first time 
doesn’t matter because I 
know once they’ve eaten 
here they’ll come back.” 
She signs a “ lot of auto­ 
graphs — although I don't 
understand it because I ’ve 
never 
asked 
for 
an 
autograph. But it’s im­ 
portant for a restaurant to 


have an image. Some places 
are very good, but there’s no 
real personality. It’s good to 
have a person walking 
around saying ‘how was your 
dinner’ and ‘what can I do 
for you.’ Most evenings 
that’s what I do.” 
But when “ people say to 
me ‘aren’t you lucky? If it 
wasn’t for Arlo, you’d be 
nothing, ” that bothers her. 
“ And I say ‘Isn’t he lucky? If 
it wasn’t for me, maybe he’d 
be nothing.’” ------ 


There are still some people 


who wor ’ 
ume to Alice’s 
Rest- 
.it at all. as she put 
it 
because they believe 
re all drinking wine, 
smoking dope and eating 
brown rice and vegetables. 
Eventually they get here 
somehow, 
when 
their 
relatives come in from Ohio 
— all tourists seem to come 
from Ohio, I don’t know why 
— or when their women’s 
club has a luncheon here. 
“ I always like to be around 
when that happens because 
they 
come 
in 
so 
ap- 


mce surprise tor them to 
realize we’re not monsters.” 
The restaurant’s busiest 
season is July and August, 
when the symphony is in 
residence at Tanglewood 
across 
the 
street. 
But 
reservations are needed 
throughout the summer — 
especially weekends. 
Of herself, Alice said, “ I 
don’t go to Florida for the 
winter or even stay away 
nights. I’m even more in­ 
volved in this place than I 
was in the other. I don’t go 
off grounds very often and 


“ I ’ve learned a lot, a lot 
about 
restaurants 
and 
business, high finance. Just 
buying this place was like 
going to business college for 
a year. I learned all the stuff 
I never wanted to know. Birt 
it’s made me more of a 
business person. I just don’t 
know if that's good or bad. 
“ I think I’ve aged five 
years in that year. And I’ve 
cried and screamed more 
than any other period of my 
life. It’s been very full, 
though, no matter how you 
cut it. I live in extremes. As 


much as I hate it sometimes, 
I love it other times.” 


Among the most popular 
dishes:

Jo e’s 
Cucumber Soup. “ It s one of 
those things everyone seems 
to like so I spend my sum­

About Guthrie. He is an 
investor in the restaurant 
and still stops in “ whenever 
he’s in town. But he’s one of 
those people who forgets how 
large we are now and drops 
in with 12 people on Saturday

Alice has also written two 
cook books. 
Would-Be Stars Need Teachers 


Alice still works in the 
kitchen every morning and 
seems to be perfectly at ease 
bustling around the stove, 
picking up a large poached 
salmon and seasoning dishes 
by instinct. 
“ I’m at an awkward stage 
where I’m an executive. I 
don’t get to get into the 
kitchen as much as I ’d like 
to. When I do I sometimes 
get distracted by other 
business and find myself 
rushing 
back 
to 
keep 
something from burning.” 
Alice has a year-round 
staff of 35, a summer staff of 
75. “ Just scheduling people 
is a fulltime job.”

Local 
television drama once of­ 
fered opportunities to learn. 
But 
even 
when 
op­ 
portunities for professional 
experience flourished, stars 
of the magnitude of Clark 
Gable and Marlon Brando 
sought teachers or coaches. 
Gable’s first wife, Josephine 
Dillon, was a drama coach. 
Brando was an early disciple 
of the “ method.” 
The acting teacher is and 


has been a major force in the 
making of such current stars 
as Paul Newman and Robert 
Redford. 
One 
of 
the 
best 
in 


Hollywood today is Harry 
Mastrogeorge, a bearded 
bespectacled man of many 
theatrical 
talents 
— 


musician, director, writer, 
actor. 
M astrogeorge 
holds 


classes two nights a week at 
the Chamber Theatre in the 


San Fernando Valley where 
some 24 actors and ac­ 
tresses, veterans and tyros 
alike, perform scenes under 
his clinical supervision. 
A warm, energetic man 
with enormous compassion 
for his charges — especially 
the timid fledglings — 
Mastrogeorge is as much 
psychologist as teacher. 
He taught drama at the 
Brahdeis graduate school in 
Boston and at the American 
Academy of Dramatic Arts 
for more than 15 years. He 
also ran his own studio in 
New York, teaching some of 
today’s major stars. 
He has continued to teach 
since coming to Hollywood 
almost three years ago to 
direct films. 
During the course of, a 
five-hour 
session 
he 
wheedles, 
cajoles 
and 
questions his students. He 
demands more, more, more, 
from the performers, in­ 
sisting they can do better, 
invest more of themselves in 
their roles. 
“ An accomplished actor 
must have three qualities — 
innocence, imagination and 
vulnerability,” he says. 


His success appears to be 
based on the dictum that 
technique 
and 
crafts­ 
manship are secondary to 
the attitude and emotional 
approach of the actor to 
character and story. He is 
dedicated to the precept that 
the play’s the thing. 
“ The best actors do the 
most homework,” he went 
on. “ They utilize a childlike 
innocence of imagination 
and vulnerability without 
conceptualizing or intel­ 
lectualizing what they are 
doing. 
“ Really, 
imagination 
comes down to using a 6- 
year-old’s capacity to make 
believe. The vulnerability to 
be moved yourself by what 
you’ve created carries it on 
from there. 
“ The best way to move an 
audience is to be moved 
yourself. Or in comedy, if the 
audience is to have fun, then 
the actor must be having fun 
himself. 
“ It’s such a simple for­ 
mula that most people 
overlook it.” 
Simplicity is the key to 
Mastrogeorge’s 
teaching. 
It is a fact of life that most 


performers are brimming 
with hangups to begin with. 
Additional intellectual and 
emotional 
complications 
from teachers inhibit their 
talents 
unnecessarily. 
Mastrogeorge builds con­ 
fidence. 
He works mightily to untie 
the psychological knots and 
emotional roadblocks of his 
students. After they have 
performed a scene he talks 
to them articulately about 
their feelings rather than 
their actions and stagecraft. 
Sometimes it is agony for 
the actor forced to examine 
his own psyche before the 
whole 
class. 
But 
the 
moments of revelation and 
understanding are triumphs 
for both actor and teacher 
alike. 
He sets his actors free, 
unleashing the 6-year-old 
hiding beneath the layers of 
sophistication, 
insecurities 
and cynicism. 
“ Most acting is taught on 
-the basis of ‘You can’t do it. 
Therefore, we’ll give you 
therapeutic ways of act­ 
ing,’” Mastrogeorge said. 
“ I am totally opposed to that 
approach.

“ I ’ve been teaching 20 
years and I ’ve been an actor 
myself. In the 1950s it was 
‘the method,’ which is a good 
approach. But if it takes 
precedence over the story 
then it’s the wrong direction. 
“ I 
teach 
from 
the 
pragmatic point of view of 
the director in dealing with 
the actor as an instrument. I 
don’t direct students when 
they are working. That 
would be an indulgence, an 
exercise for me, not for 
them. They must learn to 
work with the director and 


not be dependent on him. 
“ I teach what the actor is 


responsible for in regard to 
himself and the story. 
Eighty to 90 per tent is 
homework — taking time to 
come into communion with 
the story, understanding all 
its depths, heights and 
dimensions so it takes 
precedence 
over 
any 


realities. 
“ An actor is a human 


being with a strong sense of 
the situation. Imagination 
versus reality. A fine actor 
thinks as a human being.

So it is that Ken Norton, 
who once said he’d fight no 
one but Ali following two 
controversial losses to him, 
has agreed to meet former 
sparring partner Jim m y 
Young in

determine which one will 
meet Ali early next year. 
“ You 
might 
say 
that 
Muhammad has been the 
matchmaker 
here,” 
the 
loyuacious 
King 
said 
Thursday. “ He came to me 
and said, ‘I don’t think I 


want to fight both these 
guys. I don’t want them to 
think I ’m ducking them, but 
I ’m getting too old. I think 
they should fight each other 
and the winner will fight 
me.’ 
I jumped on that 
suggestion.” 
The 31-year-old Norton has 
been 
guaranteed 
$1.75 
million and the 28-year-old 
Young $1.5 million to meet in 
a scheduled 12-round bout on 
Saturday night, Nov. 5, in the 
5,000-seat Caesars Palace in 
Las Vegas.
